Myrl Shoemaker remembere 


The death of Ohio Lt. Gov. Myri 
Shoemaker from cancer ended an 
era in Ohio politics. Shoemaker, 
72, had a career that spanned 50 
years, beginning with a local 
school board in his native Ross 
County and ending with the 
second highest post in the state 
government. 

The tributes spoken by his dear 
friend, House Speaker Vern Riffe; 
Gov. Richard F. Celeste; and U.S. 
Sen. John Glenn focused on Sho- 
emaker’s sense of humor, his 
devotion to his family, and his 
abiding religious faith. 

State Rep. C.J. McLin can agree 
with those assessments. Yet there 
are other chords which Shoemak- 
er's life struck that retate directly 
to the struggle which Blacks.face 
in Ohio to share equitably in the 
benefits of society. 

For Myrl Shoemaker was an 
unsung hero in the fight for minor- 
ity business enterprises.

administered by the corporate officers. 

The board is elected by the stockholders to represent their 
interests, to oversee the actions of the executives and even to 
restrain those actions when they seem not to be in keeping 
with corporate policy. 

A seat at the long, oaken table, then, is the pinnacle of 
corporate power, practically and theoretically. é 

A strong-willed individual can use that corporate power to 
affect change, and to highlight critical issues. When Leon 
Sullivan, a Philadelphia Baptist minister and founder of the 
Opportunities Industrial Council, was placed on the board of 
General Motors in 1971, one of his first acts was to make & 
motion to call on GM to remove all its operations from South 
Africa. The motion received one vote -- his own. 

Yet Sullivan’was able to get GM to adopt a new corporate 
policy for involvement in South Africa -- the Sullivan Princi- 
ples. The Sullivan Principles have been used as a model for 
several corporations doing business in South Africa -- and 
have helped heighten corporate sensitivity to the plight of 
Blacks in the nation. 

There are several reasons why so few Blacks are in the 
corporate boardroom. Ralph K. Frasier, executive vice- 
president at Huntington and secretary to its board, believes 
that part of the reason is that there are so few Blacks in the 
major corporate decision-making roles from which other cor- 
porations draw their board. members. Many of the most promi- 
nent Black leaders are lawyers; Frasier says that corporations 
generally tend to shy away from having lawyers on their 
boards. 

In some ways, the inability of Blacks to penetrate the corpo- 
rate boards is both a cause and a function of relative 

erlessness. Since Blacks are not in major corporate execu- 
tive positions, they do not get on corporate boards. And, since 
they are not on corporate boards, they often do not get into 
major corporate executive positions. As Ralph K. Frasier putit, 
“the presence of a Black at a senior level in the corporation, 
whether on the staff or the board, tends to focus attention on

Corporate boards are made up of different kinds of repre- 
sentatives. Some, the inside directors, are corporate 
employees who have risen to such an exalted position within 
the corporation that they are invited to sit on the board. Usu- 
ally, these employees are the president or chief executive 
officer (ceo). ; 

Often, retired presidents or ceos also serve on the boards of 
their former companies. 

Senior officers in other, non-competing companies are 
always included on the corporate board, and usually make up 
a majority of its members. 

Educators are often members of the boards. In Columbus, 
Dr. Edward Jennings, president of Ohio State University, is a 


: director of Bank One; W. Arthur Cullman, professor emeritus 


of marketing at OSU, is on the board of The Limited; Ann 
Reynolds, former Provost.at OSU and Chancellor of the Cali- 
fornia State University, is on the board of American Electric 
Power; and Paul G. Craig, professor emeritus of Economics 
and Public Administration at OSU, is amember of the board of 
Worthington Industries. 

No Black educator however, is a member of any major cor- 

rate board of Columbus.

Reason after reason has been given for the scarcity of Blacks 
on the corporate boards, The argument is cited that there are 
few Blacks in the top policy-making positions in companies 
from which directors are chosen; there are few Blacks who are 
leaders in business generally, and businesspersons are usu- 
ally chosen to serve on boards; many top Black candidates are 
lawyers, and companies sometimes shy away from attorneys 
on their boards because an attorney may have a conflict of 
interest in his list of clients. 

Despite these and other explanations, one fact stands out: 
there are few Blacks on corporate boards because the leaders

Symptoms of cervical cancer 
do ‘not always appear in the 
early stages, but when they do 
they include irregular bleeding 
and abnormal vaginal dis- 
charge. Although irregular 
bleeding and vaginal dis- 
charge are not sure signs of 
cancer, they are warning signs 
that should be reported to a 
physician. 

Women considered high risk 
for developing cervical cancer 
will want to give special atten- 
tion to reporting symtoms. 
Risk factors associated with 
cervical cancer include m ulti- 
ple sexual partners and early 
age at first intercourse.

being noticed by others. 

- Lecora’s strangled and beaten body was found Oct. 27, in the 
parking lot of Aicoa Permanent Castings Division plant in New- 
‘burgh Heights. 

The admission of Lemay that he wrote the letters was not the 
deciding factor in the conclusion of the police's investigation. 
Upon examining his car and apartment, more concisive informa- 
tion was discovered, including a tape on which Lemay recorded 
the whole incident. According to a bailiff of Judge Corrigan’s 
court, the replay depicted “a horrible scene.” 

The tape was played during the trial for the five-man, seven- 
woman jury which only needed 90 minutes of deliberation to find 
Lemay guilty. It revealed how Lemay had tricked Lecora into~ 
getting into his car at approximately 6:45 p.m. on Oct. 26. He then 
told how he took her to a vacant field and killed her. According to 
Gaughan, during his confession to the police, Lemay also told 


_ how he had, realizing she was not dead after he choked her, taken 


a stick and pressed it against her throat in order to cut off her 
breathing. Still, realizing she was not dead, Lemay then began 
punching her with his fists. Eventually, he resorted to beating her 
on the head with a brick. “It seemed like | couldn't kill her with 
strangulation, so! picked up a brick and hit her on the left side of 
her head,” Lemay reportedly stated on the tape. Later, Gaughan 
recalls him making the oral statement “girls weren't living the 
good life.” 

The tape, which was addressed to television newsman Tom 
Myers, was found the day after police first questioned him con- 
cerning the murder. “We assumed he panicked after we talked to 
him, the day before we went to his apartment. When we found the 
tape it was broken into and tossed in a wastepaper basket. By 
instinct, we collected it, too. We had it reassembled, just in case it 
might contain something important,” said Carras. The tape ulti- 
mately led to Lemay’s oral confession. . 

At.no time, according to Gaughan, either on tape, in his oral 
confession or during his trial, did Lemay say that Lecora fought 
him. Yet, in his recent letter to the Call and Post, Lemay specified 
that he became angry and killed her because she ‘clawed” him in 
the face. Gaughan contends however, that at that point, young 
Lecora was probably fighting for her life. “What did he expect. He 
is 200 pounds, at 5 feet and ten inches tall. Lecora was only five 
feet, five inches tall and weighed approximately 130,” said 
Gaughan. : 

Although Lemay’s attorneys argued during his trial that Lemay 


. did not have prior desire to kill Lecora, Gautfhan argued that it 


was deliberate, calculated and cold. In‘her final argument, she 
emphasized these points, stating, “He. saw that child turn blue 
and he had to see her eyes bulge. He had to see the child fight for 
life and he kept choking her harder; and harder, and harder. This 
man brutally killed a 14-year-old baby.” 

The obsession and almost stalking behavior that Gaughan 
argued Lemay had was attributed not only to his taped confes- 
sion, but with what police discovered in his apartment during his 


The desoription of L ‘es apartment might bring to mind a 
scene from any number of Alfred H ok's oh murder 
movies. One wali, according to police, was covered with a collage 


murder, and the words “Lecora | miss You”. Below the writing 
was 4 small picture of a girl. 

During the search of his apartment, police also discovered that 
he was a collector of newspaper clippings. Found was a scrap- 
book of newspaper clippings.on the most brutal homicides of 
young Black girls, including the murders of four Cleveland area 
girls. Some of the articles were from papers in other cities. 

Originally, Lemay claimed to have also killed Gloria Pointer, 
Trina Middleton, and Patrice Cross, alt 14-year-olds. Yet, police 
contend that Lemay was not responsible for their deaths. They 
also added that Lemay admitted to making those claims in order 
to gain more media publicity in Lecora’s death. 

in his recent letter to the Call and Post, Lemay contends that he 
is hurt, sorry, and ashame. “! am truly sorry for causing Lecora's 
death. | want her family to know that | am sincerely, very truly 
aony for ee ip death ‘of their loved one. The sorrow and 

morse that | feel is beyond explanation and | am v 
myself,” the letter stated. ¥ . sth ll 

During his trial and sentencing, Lemay reportedly showed no 
emotion, although he has known the Robinson family since his 
childhood. Ironically, he delivered the eulogy and wrote a poem 
for the funeral of Lecora. “It may seem strange, but it's a loss to 
me also. Lecora was someone | loved as a sister. I've known 
Lecora most of her life and | feel so ashamed of myself,” the letter 
continued. ‘ ‘ 

According to his aunt who raised him, after his mother died and 
his father remarried and moved to California, Lémay was a quiet 
person and kept mainly to himself. “We tried to get him to talk to 
us but he wouldn't talk to any of us,” she said. Lemay has a 
brother and sister living in the Cleveland area, who declined to 
comment because they are planning to appeal the decision made 
by the court, according to their attorney. 

One brother, Anthony Lemay, was killed by police in 1981, 
while trying to escape after killing a policeman in a robbery. 

When writing his latest letter, Lemay’s greatest concern was 
that everyone knows how sorrowful he is. “! know that life is 
precious and God knows that my heart is very sorrowful! But 
Jesus will give back life! | am the one who should be in the grave 
and not Lecora. | shall never have rest, until the day comes when! 
go to my final resting place--the grave.” Presently, Lemay is in 
Southern Ohio Correctional Facility, near Lucasville.

$2-million housing 
project unveiled

Opportunity Funding Cor- 
poration is a private, non-profit 
development corporation 
which was originally created in 
1970 as an experimental pro- 
gram under the now-defunct 
Office of Economic Opportun- 
ity. In the 15 years since its 
inception, OFC has taken its 
original $8 million grant fund- 
ing and leveraged it into $200 
million in loans and other 
assistance to minority. female 
and veteran-owned businesses. 

According to Poole, how- 
ever, who will head the NDC 
which will manage the Colum- 
bus project, this is the first pro- 
gram developed in Ohio, and 
one of only a handful OFC has 
developed in housing reha- 
bilitation. 

Columbus was chosen for 
the site of the project, Poole 
said, because “Columbus con- 
tinues to grow, slowly and 
steadily. It does not have the 
crushing, grinding poverty of 
New York, or Chicago, or 
Washington, D.C.” ; 

Poole added that. despite the 
cyclical probiems of the 
national economy, Columbus 
is experiencing “an upswing in 
employment. (However,) the 
minority community has not 
been able to share in the benef- 
its of that progress.” 

OFC bought the Woodland 
Ridge property in October, 
1984. However, the group 
faced difficulty in getting any 
banks to underwrite such a 
project, Poole said. “It's a 


tough, tough project because 
there is tremendous skepti- 
cism in the financial markets,” 
Poole added. 

However, the city adminis- 
tration had been “superb” in 
assisting OFC's efforts, Poole 
said. “They have done a great 
Gea (UO SNC SGe Ge wee aT 
project.” 

Under terms of the contract, 
the city will loan OFC $2 mil- 
lion at a favorable interest rate 
to rehabilitate the 151° units. 
When the units are completed 
by thé end of next year, they 
will be rented as both subsid- 
ized and unsubsidized units. 

If the project is financially 
successful. Poole says it will be 
expanded, both in Columbus 
and in other cities. 

OFC wanted a loan, rather 
than a grant, because “the 
loans create an endowment for 
the city, and the project has to 
be economically viable under 
loan conditions -- even if 
favorable loan conditions -- if 
we Can attract financial institu- 
tions and investors into the 
housing rehab market for low 
and moderate-income fami- 
lies,” Poole asserted. 

“It is risky. No question 
about it.” Poole stated. “We 
have a great deal at risk.” 

But if the project is success- 
ful, Poole says, it will be “repli- 
cable by folks in other cities 
around the country."" OFC's 
purpose? To show, in Poole’s 
words, that there is ‘no way in 
the world rehab (can) be 
simply ignored if people are 
poor but proud.” 

Enaharo called this “the big- 
gest (housing rehabilitation) 
project the city has ever done. 
Historically, the city is lucky if 
we can do 151 simgle-family 
houses in an entire year, let 
alone in one project.”
